We continue under great Un- 
eafinefs here, waiting the arrival of Count Schon- 
born the Empeiour’s Minifter. Our Magiftrates 
have Affembled 4 Days fucceffively with the States 
’ of this City or College of 180, and it was propos’d 
among other things to place 6 Companies of Bur- 
ghers before the Town-houfe, to prevent all Difor- 
ders ; but nothing was agreed.
